Governor “Big Jim” Folsom 
and Phillip J. Hamm, candidate 
for United States Senator, put 
on a “double feature” rally in 
Biba Thursday afternoon, Both

= Having come up in a small rural community in the County with limited op- 
portunities for education, I have been deeply and whole-heartedly interested in 
providing comfortable, sanitary and well-equipped school buildings 
the county. This has been made possible by being on the alert to take advantage 
of every available fund provided for this purpose. By cooperating with State and 
Federal agencies over $1,000,000 worth of new educational facilities have been 
initiated and carried through. Those buildings are located in various sections of 
the County. Complete new buildings have been constructed in the New Brock- 
ton, Kinston, Zion Chapel, Goodman, New Hope, Mt. Pleasant, Curtis, Hanon, 
Elba, Newbia, Bluff Springs, and Victoria Communities. In Enterprise a complete 
Junior High School has been built and a gymnasium has been added to the Cof- 
fee County High School. In the Fairview, Damascus, Basin, and Pine Level Com- 
munities new additions such as class rooms and auditoriums have been built. 


Having a daughter of my own and having taught the parents of a large 
number of Coffee County's boys and girls, I have been sincerely interested in the 
safe transportation of school children. Forty new safe and comfortable busses 
have been secured making a total of 60 buses now operating for the transporta- 
tion of school children. During the war these busses and their parts were hard 
to get, one of the requirements being that the old part would have to be sent 
in, These parts were secured from different sections of the state and even other

Spray barns, poultry houses and 
other afarm buildings with a 
mixture that contains one 
pound of 50 per cent wettable 
DDT in 10 quarts of water for 
best control, advises W. A. Ruf- 
fin, API extension entomologist.
